Students  may 
choose  to  study  political 
ideologies,  theological 
symbols  and  shrines,  lit- 
erature and  authors,  his- 
torical trends  and  events, 
or  artistic  and  architec- 
tural developments.  The 
study  then  culminates  in 
a  travel  opportunity  of  ap- 
proximately 10  days  in 
another  country  during 
Christmas  recess. 
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The  destinations  vary 
every  year,  but  always  offer 
a  mixture  of  societies,  histo- 
ry and  people.  Trips  in  the 
past  have  taken  students  to 
cities  of  Paris,  Moscow, 
Athens,  Munich,  and  Amster- 
dam. The  Winternational 
'88-89  students  traveled  to 
London,  England,  Helsinki, 
Finland,  Paris,  France,  and 
Vienna,  Austria. 

Another  unique  feature 
of  Wingate's  Winternational 
program  is  that  the  basic 
cost  of  lodging  and  transpor- 
tation for  the  travel  experi- 
ence are  covered  by  the  col- 
lege. The  aim  of  the  program 
is  that  every  student  should 
be  able  to  participate  in  the 
travel  experience  at  little 
cost  above  personal  expen- 
ditures.

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Wingate  Offers  Graduate  Program 


The  Graduate  Program  of  Education  at  Wingate  College 
was  established  in  1985,  and  during  its  three  years  of  operation, 
it  has  been  granted  full  accreditation  by  both  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Schools  and  the  North  Carolina  State 
Department  of  Public  Instruction.  As  of  November,  1988,  thir- 
ty-nine students  have  received  M.A.  Degrees  in  Education  from 
Wingate  College. 

The  graduate  program  consists  of  thirty  semester  hours 
leading  to  the  Master  of  Arts  Degree  in  Education  and  gradu- 
ate-level certification  in  the  areas  of  Early  Childhood  Educa- 
tion (K-4),  Intermediate  Education  (4-6), and  Middle  Grades 
Education  (6-9).  The  program  focuses  on  the  professional  de- 
velopment and  immediate  responsibilities  of  educators  and  is 
designed  to  relate  to  the  spiral  curricular  content  of  the  public 
school.  The  overall  program  reflects  a  strong  emphasis  on  con- 
tent areas  integrated  with  instructional  methodology. 

All  degree-seeking  students  in  the  graduate  program,  re- 
gardless of  their  area  of  specialization,  take  a  total  of  1 5  hours 
of  core  courses  and  one  three-hour  core-related  courses.  It  is 
expected  that  most  students  will  complete  the  program  over  a 
twenty-four  month  span  of  time  —  two  summers  with  9  hours 
each  summer  (18  hours),  two  semesters  with  3  hours  each  se- 
mester (6  hours),  and  the  independent  project  or  thesis  (6 
hours),  completed  during  a  school  year.  Students  are  not  re- 
quired to  follow  this  particular  program  completion  plan  but 
must  complete  the  degree  within  five  years  from  the  initial  date 
of  admission  to  the  program.
